All Companies and Agencies Do- 
ing Business in St. Louis 
Canceling Risks. 


PROTECTION IS LACKING 


Losses Are Declared to Have 
Been Greater Than the Prem- 
iums Collected. 


Fire insurance policies on all St. Louis 
County property are being canceled by 
all companies and agencies doing busi- 
ness in St. Louis. The lack of fire pro- 
tection, and recent heavy losses, are 
given by agents as the reasons for the 
wholesale cancellation of policies. 

Losses to insurance companies, aggre- 
gating approximately $100,000, on the 
Clayton Hotel, destroyed by fire last 
week, is said to be responsible for con- 
verted action on the part of the agents. 
Many companies have been refusing St. 
Louis County buéginess for several years. 
and others ha‘ve been gradually with- 
drawing from the field. 

The policies are so written that they 
can be canceled on five days’) written 
notice. 

H. M. Blossom told a Post- Dispatch 
reporter that there was a general move- 
ment on foot among the insurance 
agencies to not only cancel existing poll- 
cies, but to refuse to write any more 
policies on, St. Louis County. business. 
He declaréd the losses from fire have 
been far exceeding the premiums — 
for protection. 

Business Withdrawn, 

W. D. Hemenway, manager &" the In- 
surance Agency Co., also said that the 
lack of fire protection in the county 
rendered it necessary for the companies 
to withdraw their business. 

“There is absolutely no re protection 
in districts not covered by the St. Louis 
fire department,’ said Hemenway. “The 
Mosses from fire have been so heavy re- 
cently that the ‘companies have been 
forced to cancel their polices and to de- 


H. C. Henley, general - of the 


St. Louis Fite Prevention Bureau, which 
is maintained by the insurance com-/ 


panies, said he had been told by agents 
that the losses in the county were great- 
ly in excess of the premiums. 

Lack of Fire Plugs. 

“Outside of the limited district pro- 
tected by the St. Louis department there 
is no means of fighting fire in St. Louis 
County,” declared Chief Henley. “In 
Maplewood, for instance, there are no 
fire plugs. The St. Louis fire depart- 
ment could be of no service there, under 
existing conditions.

Sheriff From Belleville Surprises 
_and Arrests 22 Men and Cook 
Supports Him. 


Gamblers of East St. Louis are whis- 
tling softly Saturday “The Old Home 
Ain’t What It Used to Be” as they 
gather and discuss the raid made on 
McIntyre & Johnson’s gambling house 


Friday night by Sheriff Wiliam Mul- 
connery and the arrest of 22 men, in- 
cluding Police Commissioner John J.’ 
Townsend. 

Mayor Cook was apparently very much 
in earnest Saturday morning when he 
said he would attend the trial of Town- 
send’ in Belleville Tuesday and if the 
evidence showed Townsend to be a fre- 
quenter of)this gambling house he would 
demand his, resignation. 

The mayor also announced that he 
proposed to have Chief Purdy on the 
carpet and ask him how it was that 
orders in regard ta gambling were not 
enforced. 

. The mayor said he was with the 
sheriff in his efforts to clean up East 
St. Louis, and hoped he would keep 
it up. 

Sheriff Acts on His Oath, 

Sheriff William Mulconnery made a 
statement Saturday morning in Belle~ 
ville of his attitude. toward East St. ' 
Louis gambling. He aid: “I made that 
raid last night bec: while standing 
on the corner waiting for a car I saw 
unmistakable evidence of gambling go- 
ing on up stairs. I am going to raid 
every game in East St. Louls. I am 
not ‘sore’ at anyone and when it comeg 
to cleaning out .gamblers they all look 
alike to me.. 

“I took an oath recently when I began 
my tes*%as Sheriff that doesn’t allow 
me to wim at violations of the law. If 
the police of East St. Louis don’t like 
the idea ef my coming into — town 


jand meking-retds on :

te do is to;go. out and make the raids 
before I come.”

The new Sheriff of St. Clair County 
came down from Belleville in a specia) 
car with a deputy or two and met his 
East St. Louis force after reaching 
town. . 

Deputy Campbell and Deputy Stocker 
strolled into the gambling house and 
Stocker remarked that it was “a fine 
evening.”” In the Hight of subsequent 
events with the prospect of $25 or $50 
and costs all around, thé gamblers can 
now see where Stocker was right in his 
remark.

Richard J. Lewis and Robert Belcher, 
alias O’Neil, living at the Home Hotel, 
917 North Sixth’street, are held as wit- 
nesses: They are alleged to have had a 
part in circulating some of the bad 
money, but it is declared they have act- 
ed innocently., 

Arrests Follow Complaint. 

Willis and the women were arrested 
at .their home, 821 North Sixtéenth 
street, Friday night by Policemen Der- 
lach and Alward: They had been put 
to work when complaints were made of 
the circulation of counterfeit money in 
the Fourth District. 

A few nights ago they ascertained that 
Belcher had put some lead nickels in a 
slot plano at the saloon conducted by 
Fred Weisman at 708 North, Seventh 
street. He was arrested and said he 
received the nickels from Lewis, who 
said he received them from Willis. 

When Willis first was arrested, all 
the police could find at his home were 
some ladies and putty. Willis would 
tell them nothing, but at the police 
station. the women are alleged to have 
told of the manufacture of the money, 
and said they had warned Willis that 
he would get nto trouble. He had 
heard a few nights ago that the police 
were after him and had attempted to 
destroy the molds in the. stove, they 
said. 

The poilcemen then went to the home 
and arrested them and found parts of 
Ahe molds, which are held at the Fourth 
District Station as evidence. When con- 
fronted with the evidence, Willis con- 
fessed to Lieut. Nolte, it is charged, 
that he had been making dollars and 
nickels. 

Lieut. Nolte says the work on the 
coins is crude and that the money could 
be passed only during a rush of busi- 
ness. .

Willis, who is lame, has patented a 
crutch with springs which compress 
about am inch when the weight of the 
body is thrown on them. He has had 
thirty-five of them made, and Lewis has 
been acting as agent for them. 

Mrs. Willis says her husband told her 
that on account of lack of money he 
would either have to turn counterfeiter 
or highwayman, and as he was lame 
he could not be a highwayman, so he 
became a counterfeiter.

HOSPITALS ARE VIOLATORS 


Residents of McMillan’ Avenue] 


Complain of Conditions in 
Neighborhood. 


Residents of McMillan avenue, a short 
street running west from Taylor avenue 
just north of the Hodiamont line tracks, 
have complained to the Post-Dispatch 
of the smoke nuisance created by the 
chimneys of large buildings on. Taylor 
avenue. 

The Missouri Baptist Sanitarium, the 
Mayfield Sanitarium, several rows of 
steam-heated flats and a row of stores 
are the largest burners of coal in the 
near neighborhood. : 

The houses on McMillan avenue near 
the track, their occupants complain, are 
continually under the smoke cloud. The 
smoke enters the houses undiluted, 
whenever a window is opened, and is 
fuinous to household furnishings. More 
than a score of families are among the 
McMullan avenue smoke sufferers. 

Gustav Cramer, president of the Cra- 
mer Dry Plate Co., has written to 
Smoke Inspector Parker in reply to a 
letter from the inspector which stated 
that the law was being violated by 
that plant. He denied this, and said 
the plant was equipped with down- 
draft boilers and took every possible 
precaution against smoke. These pre- 
cautions, he said, had proved wholly 
effective. 

Cramer reminded the inspector that 
the line of manufacture {in which he 
was engaged was subject to great loss 
gases, and 
added: 

“If you would get after the railroads, 
which are the most flagrant violators 
of the smoke -rdinance, and whose lo- 
comotives, manufacture 8 per cent of 
all the smoke. made in the city, you 
would be rendering a signal service, 
and unless you can accomplish some- 
thing in this line all your efforts will 
be in vain.’’

LTHOUGH ene amazing gentleman

plished the well-nigh incredible 
feat of snoring dronefully throughout 
nearly the entire progress of a thun- 
derous all-Wagner program presented 
instrumentally by the Symphony Or- 
chestra and vocally by Mme. Schumann- 
Heink at the Odeon last night, every- 
body else in the great audience that 
crowded the place to the doors was 
fully awake to the majestic beauty of 
the performance. 

It was, indeed, the most keenly alert 
and appreciative house I have seen in 
a long time—barring, of course, the one 
gentleman bound in slumber’s chains. 
Three nights and one afternoon of grand 
opera at the Coliseum seemed te have 
whetted, rather than dulled, the general 
hunger for musfc, and the swing of the 
pendulum from Richard Strauss and 
Giacomo Puccini and Jacques Offen- 
bach and Gustave Charpentier to the 
massive and lonely-souled Wagner was 
achieved to an accompaniment of de- 
served acclaim that did one’ s heart good 
to ndte. 

Happily, too, the snore of the even- 
ing’s sleeper was pitched in a deep- 
toned basso key that really possessed 
something of a novel descriptive value 
in its relation to the completed music- 
scheme of the night, and the owner of 
the snore plainly did his little best to 
emphasize and intensify the program’s 
dramatic significance. This was es- 
pecially,evident at the moment of Schu- 
mann-Heink’s tremendous sounding of 
Erda’s warning from “Das Rheingold,” 
when, aroused by that truly soul-shak- 
‘ing cry, the nasal instrumentalist re- 
sponded with a snort of dismay and 
vague nocturnal panic genuinely thrill- 
ing in its emotional fidelity to the spir- 
it of the composition. Wagner himself, 
who had a grim sense of humor, would 
not by any means have despised this 
contribution to his own creative thought. 

Schumann-Heink has rarely been, 
heard in better voice or more ettiattoe | 
mood. Possessing the world’s supremest 
Wagnerian contralto, a vast volume of 
voice. that might well have been the 
tonal‘ utterance of Valhalla’s heroic 
womanhood in the great god-age of 
which Wagner so loved to dream, she 
gave it an employment so convincing 
in last night’s program numbers as to 
hold its hearers spellbound ‘under its 
charm of massive majesty.
